THE DIGITS IN OUR ROAD TESTS 
Gentlemen: 

For some time I’ve been meaning to write 
you about the number of digits you use in 
publishing the results of your tests. The edi- 
torial “What Good Are Road Tests?” in the 
June issue inspires me to do it now. 

As this editorial so aptly points out, the 
results of automotive tests cannot be dupli- 
cated from car to car, from day to day, or 
from driver to driver. This is not to say 
that the results are without value; simply, 
that they are not very precise determina- 
tions. Yet you are in the habit of reporting 
acceleration tests to hundredths of a second, 
top speed tests to hundredths of an mph, 
fuel consumption to tenths of an mpg, and 
brake checks to the nearest inch. I realize 
that each of these figures is the average of 
several tests. But even so, the quotation of 
so many significant digits gives them an air 
of precision that they do not deserve. 

I know that you do not want to give 
your readers the impression that your tests 
are more accurate than they really are. May 
I suggest that you report acceleration tests to 
the nearest second (or at most, the nearest 
tenth second) ; top speed to the nearest mph 
(or at most, the nearest tenth mph); fuel 
consumption to the nearest mpg; and brake 
checks to the nearest foot. The nonreproduci- 
bility of these tests sets some such limits on 
the figures that ought to be reported. The 
results are nonetheless accurate and valuable 
indicators of an automobile’s capability.

For about six dollars, an automobile can 
be equipped with one of those kiddie steer- 
ing-wheel sets, complete with column shift, 
if the passenger just must have something to 
hold. Personally, I’d rather invest a few 
more dollars and equip the car with safety 
belts to hold everyone.

Oldsmobile rockets to new heights, cry the 
ads, surprising economy with new trans- 
mission, etc. As they say in Missouri—show 
me. 

Dodge is due for a new engine. At least 
they have an excuse. Expect they will be 
there next year. 

I say, let the public have the facts. I sin- 
cerely hope these Economy Runs continue 
and all companies will enter into them in the 
spirit of a public service. All of us like high 
power, but power combined with economy 
on the basis of efficiency. Petroleum does not 
replenish itself in the earth and I feel every- 
thing should be done to make the most of 
every gallon.

ETROIT, MICHIGAN—Fiberglas, 
the new wonder material of the na- 
tion’s custom body builders, is not making 
much of an impression upon this city’s 
auto manufacturers.

The industry is nearly unanimous in as- 
serting it costs considerably more to build 


“ Fiberglas bodies in large quantities than 


it does to stamp out steel hulls. Nearly all 
firms have studied and tested the material 
for years. 

Chrysler, for instance, installed a Fiber- 
glas body on a chassis in 1942, and ran it 
around Detroit’s streets for six years. 
Ford, of course, was an early experimenter 
with plastic-type materials, the most fa- 
mous one being the soybean car of Henry 
Ford I. Body panels on this car were four 
inches thick. 

There are two major obstacles to the 
widespread use of Fiberglas for American 
production car bodies. Chrysler’s investi- 
gations indicated that when output goes 
above 500 units in the Vacuum Layout 
Process, or 5000 units in the Full Mold 
Process, steel is cheaper. The major con- 
tributing factor here is the time needed to 
cure Fiberglas, which is up to an hour un- 
der either system. 

Inasmuch as Chrysler builds 1,000,000 
steel bodies annually, they find steel more 
practical since parts are just stamped 
out by giant presses and rapidly moved 
to the next operation with no time lag 
other than transfer from one machine to 
another. 

General Motors’ Fisher Body Division, 
which turns out 3,000,000 units yearly, is 
not particularly enthusiastic about Fiber-

glas either. Even if production problems 
were licked the cost of throwing out pres- 
ent manufacturing tools and setting up an 
entirely new method would be prohibitive. 

With Ford, Nash, Hudson, KF, and 
Packard also overruling the Fiberglas in- 
vasion your opportunity to own and drive 
such a car with a “made-in-Detroit” label 
is practically nil. Nevertheless, you will 
be able to acquire a Fiberglas sports car 
with an eastern pedigree in the not too 
distant future. At least two new and inde- 
pendent concerns are well along with plans 
to market high performance jobs built 
around Detroit-made engines and chassis 
(for more details see below). 

In spite of the Detroit manufacturers’ 
inability to find a spot for Fiberglas, other 
light materials are coming into their own. 
More and more important uses are being 
found daily for aluminum and magnesi- 
um. The trend is becoming so pronounced 
that by 1954, according to studies just 
completed by the Aluminum Company of 
America, the use of this metal will be 
more than doubled in passenger car build- 
ing. 

ALCOA admits that aluminum bodies 
on a volume production basis are not yet 
feasible due to higher material costs in 
comparison with steel shells and skins. 
However, they expect aluminum will be 
the principle material used in the making 
of a long and imposing list of components. 

Among these are pistons, cylinder heads, 
blocks and crankcases, clutch housings, 
torque converters, timing gears, radiators, 
wiring, carburetors, fuel pumps, valve cov- 
ers, manifolds, body trim, bearings, 
brakes, and tubing. 

Of these items they anticipate the larg- 
est use will be in blocks, crankcases, valve 
covers and manifolds. Considering the fact

that both Kaiser-Frazer and Nash are well 
along on V-6 and V-8 aluminum engine 
experiments, it is very possible ALCOA’: 
studies forecast introduction of such en- 
gines by that time. 

Auto engineers are finding that in many 
instances magnesium is a cost saver as 
well as a weight saver. Thus, an ever in- 
creasing number of parts is being fabri- 
cated from it. Chrysler, for instance, re- 
ports that 17 parts in its 1952 cars are 
made with magnesium. Included in the 
list are clutch and converter housings. 

Researchers at Dow Chemical recently 
reported to the Society of Automotive 
Engineers that engine parts which are now 
die cast, and not directly exposed to cool- 
ant, may be converted to magnesium with 
only minor, if any, design changes. 

Wheels are another part ideally suited 
to magnesium, the Dow Company reports. 
Such a unit weighs only nine pounds com- 
pared with a steel wheel weighing 20 
pounds. They are likely to appear first on 
premium-priced cars rather than on large 
volume cars due to high production costs. 

Next year is rumored to be the target 
date for introduction of Nash’s NXT, the 
first truly small, light, American produc- 
tion car in many a decade. 

Although the company officially is 
awaiting the “ripe time” to bring it onto 
the market, latest “inside” information 
has it that the entire car will be manufac- 
tured in England. The body is to be made 
by Fisher-Ludlow and the engine is said 
to be designed by Austin. Reason for this 
move is to keep tooling costs to a mini- 
mum, and thereby hold the price down. 

Additional details of the new, smaller 
Hudson are also coming to light. Sched- 
uled for introduction in late August or

STATEMENT POLICY 


CCASIONALLY, and inevitably, a 

publication that provides its readers 
with product information is accused of 
“pulling its punches.” Fortunately, this 
has not happened to Motor TREND, and 
before it does we would like to make a 
statement of policy. 

We call our shots as we see them, al- 
though in doing so, we may be tactful 
about it; we don’t think it necessary to 
become absolutely brutal when criticizing 
something. Constructive criticism, that 
which recommends changes instead of 
merely finding fault, is much more likely 
to be received for what it is—with the 
result that the recipient will feel disposed 
to do something about changing or im- 
proving his product. This is what we have 
always done, and what we will continue 
to do. 

There are times when it’s hard not 
to become downright caustic in report- 
ing a product, particularly if we think 
it obvious that the manufacturer of that 
product knows better and that he is trying 
to foist something over on the public. And 
then there are certain prejudices that all 
of us have. In our case, we have to over- 
look our likes and dislikes, shoving them 
aside so that we can report things exactly 
as they are, or at least as we see them. 

It’s extremely necessary that we main- 
tain an objective attitude, not only for 
the effect that we hope it will have on 
manufacturers but also to keep our faith 
with you, our readers. As the months go 
by, it will be increasingly important that 
we continue this attitude, for we are go- 
ing to do more and more product testing. 

And not only will we be testing and 
analyzing new pieces of equipment and 
new accessories, but we will be vitally 


concerned with the exposing of every and 
any type of racket that has to do with 
the automotive field. For example, this 
month we are presenting an article on 
which we have spent considerable research 
time. It concerns a racket that is hard for 
any car owner to avoid—the auto body 
repair racket—for sometime in his life- 
time he is bound to become involved in 
an accident. That’s where the trouble can 
begin. (See page 27 for the details on 
this old method of taking dollars out of 
your pocket.)

early September, it will sell in the low- 
priced field. The car weighs about 2,800 
pounds and will be powered by a six-cyl- 
inder engine delivering more than 100 
bhp. “Step-down” design will be retained, 
and it will accommodate six passengers. 

Along with Buick, there is every likeli- 
hood that both Nash and Pontiac will of- 
fer new engines in next year’s lines. Buick 
is currently testing ohv V-8s and V-6s as 
well as a pancake-type powerplant. One 
of these is said to deliver 160 bhp. 

Pontiac’s ohv V-8 is reported to be well 
along in its development. Two features 
which will add to its luster are hydraulic 
valve lifters and aluminum pistons. The 
new pistons will also be heralded by Chev- 
rolet next year. 

Dodge’s V-8 will offer customers a va- 
riety of transmissions. One of these, which 
is reported to be sensational, is a dry-disk 
clutch with overdrive. In connection with 
the new engine, the car will have a practi- 
cal air scoop built into the hood just 
above the grille. 

Several of next year’s Chrysler lines 
can be seen daily wheeling boldly around 
Detroit’s streets. Though masking tape 
conceals nameplates and some decorative 
trim, the changes visible in body design 
are apt to make some competing firms sit 
up and take notice. 

Dodges and Plymouths will have low- 
er silhouettes, the latter being a smaller 
version of the Dodge. Both sport pon- 
toon-type bodies with fender lines carry- 
ing through to the rear in a nicely faded 
sweep are strikingly reminiscent of the 
new Willys. 

Chrysler is not too greatly changed, but 
improvements tend to reduce the angulari- 
ty of previous editions. Grille alterations 
are not sensational, but less chrome is 
used by both Chrysler and DeSoto than 
is to be found on current models. 

At long last a number of American car 
producers are turning to 12-volt electrical 
systems. Chevrolet is expected to intro- 
duce it next year; Chrysler lines are sup- 
posed to be changing over, and Ford will 
adopt it as soon as economically practical. 

Almost perfected, but not ready for the 
public until at least 1954, is an entirely 
new automatic transmission. The device,

crecy, is being developed by Chrysler En- 
gineering Division. It is believed to be far 
superior to any other currently on the 
American market. 

Defrosters which are built into dash 
panels soon may be obsolete. Now that all 
48 states have accepted tinted safety glass 
as standard equipment, the industry is 
nearly ready to incorporate the devices 
right into windshields. 

The new tinted glass contains properties 
which allow it to be processed so it will

staged, aimost from the start to the finish. 
The lead changed back and forth between 
them several times, due to unavoidable 
pit stops; the last one that Troy made for 
tires and fuel took only 55 seconds, yet 
he lost the lead to Vukie, who pulled 
ahead by 43 seconds. Lap by lap, from the 
147th lap on, Ruttman clipped several 
seconds off that lead. With only eight laps 
to go, with Ruttman’s tires wearing thin 
and the balance weights gone from his 
front tires (causing them to bounce con- 
siderably), Vukovich suffered the greatest 
heartbreak of the day. 

At that time I was in the pit next to 
where the Vukovich crew was anxiously 
awaiting their driver’s appearance down 
the straightaway. The yellow caution light 
suddenly flashed on, indicating trouble 
somewhere on the track; a look of con- 
cern immediately came over the crew’s 
faces. It was several minutes before the 
announcement was made that a near trage- 
dy had been avoided when the steering 
gear on Vukovich’s car broke, causing the 
car to go out of control. It scuffed the 
outside retaining wall on the northeast 
turn and came to a complete stop. Vuko- 
vich, unhurt, stepped out of the car and 
jumped over the wall to safety. 

Whether or not Ruttman, only 19 sec- 
onds behind Vukie, could have caught 
Vukie in the last laps has been and will be 
argued from now until eternity. Neverthe- 
less, it was Ruttman who won, taking 
home his share of $61,743.18, the biggest 
check in his racing career. Our hats are off 
to Troy and Vukie both for outstanding 
performances, and our wishes for better 
luck to Billy next year! 

Like the race itself, qualifying trials 
were equally surprising because of the 
many record shattering performances 
staged by the drivers. The boys them- 
selves were amazed when they were in-

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formed of their own speeds . . . they liter- 
ally flew around the 2%-mile oval! 

Great disappointment shrouded all those 
at the speedway when they learned of 
Johnny Parson’s failure to get enough 
speed out of the much talked about Italian 
Ferrari, which had swept the European 
continent with victories in all their major 
races. Parsons was the saddest, for he had 
anticipated going over to invade the Eu- 
ropean schedule of races in hopes of claim- 
ing the World Championship. That idea 
went by the boards, or rather, by the 
bricks. 

“Jovial” Johnny, always ready to fur- 
nish a laugh for any audience, stepped out 
of the Ferrari after his last attempt to 
gain more speed. looked in my direction 
and said, “Whats-a-da-matt Pitt! Dis-a- 
spaghetti-wagon she no go too fast 
enough!” He then made plans to drive the 
Jim Robbins Special (the car he won the 
1950 race with) in which he replaced 
Mike Nazaruk. who was originally as- 
signed to drive the car. Johnny went on 
to qualify with an average speed of 
135.328 mph. 

Alberto Ascari, European champion, ex- 
perienced as much difficulty as Parsons 
in trying to stretch a few miles more 
per hour out of his Ferrari. During his 
attempts to gain speed he would resort 
to gear shifting, which he is famous for in 
European road racing, but was still not 
fast enough to qualify. In desperation he 
telephoned the factory in Modena, Italy, 
and requested they send over their engi- 
neer, Aurelio Lampredi, and two top-notch 
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mechanics, Antonio Reggiani and Stefano 
Meazza, who eventually had the Ferrari 
purring to Alberto’s satisfaction. 

While Ascari qualified with a speed 
which did not compare to our faster Mey- 
er-Drake four-cylinder jobs, his wonderful 
display of driving ability cannot be over- 
looked. Only hundredths of a second sep- 
arated his speed in the first two laps, and 
the last two were identical! His four-lap 
qualifying speeds were: 134.208, 134.368, 
134.328, 134.328 mph. This made an aver- 
age of 134.328 mph for the entire distance 
of 10 miles. Phenomenal! 

The main topic of discussion naturally 
was centered on why this 12-cylinder Fer- 
rari could not attain the speed of our so 
called four-cylinder Meyer-Drake “air- 
compressors’. . . Murrell Belanger quick- 
ly disclosed the answer to this question. 
Speaking like an M.I.T. graduate, he said, 
“T don’t care how much horsepower those 
Italian cars may possess, or how many 
Grand Prix races they have won, they 
cannot surpass our four-cylinder jobs for 
the simple reason that they do not have 
the low power torque of the four-cylinder 
machine. They may develop more horse- 
power but it simply comes too late down 
the straightaways!” 

Belanger. who really knows the book on 
what it takes to win an Indianapolis race, 
went on to explain that our four-cylinder 
jobs attain a low speed power torque in- 
stantaneously when they come out of a 
turn, as compared to the multi-cylinder 
jobs, which do not attain their maximum

horsepower until they reach their peak 
engine speed far down the straightaway 
and thereby lose valuable time. He fur- 
ther explained that the four-cylinder jobs 
gain considerable time on the _ short 
straightaways, which is most important 
on this speedway. “In brief, the foreign 
cars do not interest me in the least!,”’ said 
Belanger. 

Andy Linden served the rail-birds and 
race fans with the first surprise package 
when he tooled his Miracle Power Special 
to the fastest ride he had ever enjoyed on 
the Indianapolis Speedway. He made the 
four-lap qualifying whirl with an average 
speed of 137.002 mph! Prior to submitting 
his intention of qualifying to the AAA 
officials, he turned one lap at a speed of 
133 mph, which did not please him one 
bit. Then he turned, looked at his pit 
crew, and sharply instructed them to take 
off their green caps! 

With the green caps well hidden behind 
the pit-wall and the engine of his car 
purring, he left the pits saying, “I’m 
ready!” As he came down the home 
straightaway he put his hand in the air 
and gave the signal to the officials to give 
him the green flag! As he roared by, his 
supercharged engine was revving at its 
maximum with a tone that is music to 
any racing driver’s ears. Just beautiful! 

Upon completion of his first lap, the 
P.A. system announced his time at 


1:05.68, indicating a speed of 137.028 
mph! It was faster than the speed Mc- 
Grath had made earlier in the afternoon, 
which was 136.664 mph. There were sur- 
prised looks on the faces of all other driv- 
ers and their crews as they witnessed this 
mad dash of speed. They assumed his en- 
gine could not stand the terrific strain, 
and thought that his engine would blow 


up! Most of them figured the supercharger 


would fly into a thousand pieces and they 
hoped he wouldn’t go into a hoolie and 
loop off the track! But he continued, to 
complete the four laps and establish a new 
record with a speed of 137.002 mph. 

A bit of drama set in at the finish of 
his run when he pulled into the AAA 
circle of officials. The crowds were in an 
uproar of applause when his record had 
been announced. With Duke Nalon’s car 
close by and ready to take off on his run. 
Linden assumed the crowds were applaud- 
ing Nalon instead of himself. But when 
the crew informed him of his great 
achievement he instantly jumped out of 
his car and yelled “I’m going over to kiss 
my queen!” His wife and baby were on 
the other side of a barbed-wire fence so 
he leaned over in tip-toe fashion and em- 
braced them both amidst kisses and tear- 
drops of joy! 

Soon after, Duke Nalon went out and 
qualified at the disappointing speed of

HE ORDINARY FAMILY sedan 

can now be easily converted into a 
practical and luxurious vacation car with 
kits designed and executed by Coachcraft, 
Ltd., of Hollywood. 

Equipped with the kits, this ’52 Mer- 
cury has adequate accommodations for 
that extra load of luggage and vacation 
equipment and, at the same time, the 
conversion gives the car a decidedly 
beautiful custom look. It is the practical 
answer for the family who has a custom 
car addict in its rank. 

The luggage rack kit is designed to fit 
any hardtop domestic or foreign auto- 
mobile, and according to Burt Chalmers 
of Coachcraft, can be shipped pre-fitted 
for installation on any specified car. The 
rack consists of stainless steel tubing, 
polished alloy rust-proof stanchions, and 
heavily varnished hardwood slats. At- 
tached to the car top with sheet metal 
screws, the rack doesn’t require removal 
of the interior headlining for its installa- 
tion. 

Besides being practical for the vacation-

The externally mounted spare tire kit 
gives the Mercury not only the Con- 
tinental look which is so popular with 
customizers at present, but also provides 
additional room in the luggage compart- 
ment for the vacationer’s portable re- 
frigerator, tennis rackets, fishing gear, 
and suitcases. Coachcraft has engineered 
and developed several of these spare tire 
kits for various manufacturers, but the 
importance of careful engineering is em- 
phasized with the ‘52 Ford Motor Com- 
pany products which have the gas filler 
opening in the center rear deck. A heavy- 
duty, slam-type, lock bolt assures rigidity 
of the installation and at the same time 
provides easy access to either the rear 
deck or gas tank filler. 

The original paint on the Mercury was 
gray.

HEN IT COMES TO the new feel 

in custom cars, California will have 
to take a back seat to Florida. Particularly 
is this true in the case of the Dons custom 
car. This fantastic custom, known as the 
Dons Lancer, embodies many of the fea- 
tures of the ideal custom car. 

Basically a Chrysler Imperial, the chas- 
sis and engine were modified on order of 
owner James Everett, who spent $9500, 
and Don Williams, who spent five months 
of hard labor. In the parlance of the cus- 
tom car fan, it is known as a Radical, 
since it was built up from a bare Chrysler 
chassis, the body being shaped from vari- 
ous components: modified Chrysler grille, 
reshaped *51 Ford hood and fenders, and 
a rear deck pounded out of a *48 Mercury 
hood. 

And not only can the car get along on 
its looks, but on its performance as well. 
Owner Everett claims a_ three-second 
time for o-40 mph, seven seconds for 
o-60 mph and an estimated top speed of 
125 mph. 

When the editors of Motor TREND re- 
ceived Frank Trembley’s photographs of 
this car, it was evident that it deserved 
the title of one of the top to examples 
of customizing in the United States. As 
such, it has been presented in the latest

AST COMFORTABLE and safe—a 
brief but positive description of the 
Hudson Hornet and Hudson Wasp that 
can be made without any fear of contra- 
diction. Both cars have top speeds close 
to the 100 mph mark; they give you a 
comfortable ride; and with their low 
center of gravity, responsive steering, 
and good brakes they are as safe, if not 
safer than most cars on the road today. 
Motor TREND Research became ac- 
quainted with the Hudson Hornet back 
in the early part of 1951; at that time we 
had the same comments to make about 
the car. Being acquainted with the car, 
we were more than pleased when the Hud- 
son Motor Car Company turned over one 
of their demonstration Hudsons to us for 
use on the 1952 Mobilgas Run. We needed 
a car that was fast and responsive because 
we had to play leapfrog with all 26 cars

on the Run (spread out over the length of 
several miles). Of the 1415 miles from 
Los Angeles to Sun Valley, from below 
sea level to 8010 feet, we had to continu- 
ally pass all cars in the Run, stop in time 
to shoot photographs at various points, 
start up again and repass them for the 
same procedure later. For these condi- 
tions the Hornet was an apt choice. 


Our Test Cars 


Hudson builds two basic chassis (one 
on a 11g-inch wheelbase, the other on a 
124-inch wheelbase) and four engines 
145 hp 6, 128 hp 8, 127 hp 6, 112 hp 6). 
The combination of these chassis and en- 
gines results in five distinct mode!s—Hor- 
net (145 hp 6, 124-inch wheelbase) ; Com- 
modore 8 (128 hp 8, 124-inch wheelbase) ; 
Commodore 6 (127 hp 6, 124-inch wheel- 
base); Wasp (127 hp 6, 119-inch wheel- 
base); and Pacemaker (112 hp 6, 119- 
inch wheelbase). Due to the difference in 
engines, weight and wheelbases. there are 
distinct differences between all cars in the 
line: one is faster, another is more eco- 
nomical, another is more comfortable. 
However, since the Hornet and Wasp are 
(on paper, and in actuality) the two most

interesting cars, incorporating the best 
features of all five models, we limited our 
test to these two cars. 

Both the Hornet and the Wasp have 
better than average acceleration, the Hor- 
net (with its larger powerplant) being the 
faster of the two through all speed ranges. 
This powerful six has a lot of punch— 
always enough for any situation. It has 
terrific torque at all speed ranges, from 
o up through 70 and 80 mph. 

There is no discernible difference be- 
tween the various gear combinations when 
trying for best acceleration. It seemed 
that no matter where (at what speed) a 
shift was made from LOW to DRIVE, we 
could not improve on the figures obtained 
while using DRIVE alone, indicating that 
Hudson has done considerable testing to 
determine the best shift points. 

Each of the cars are in the 100 mph 
bracket; the Hornet has a top speed of 
99.2 mph (average of four runs) and the 
Wasp is only 1.4 mph slower. At the top 
range of speed each of the cars has a cer- 
tain amount of “floating” sensation, with 
the Wasp almost giving you the sensation 
of being airborne. At anything up to top 
speed, however, both cars were very stable.

HORNET: This is one of the best cars 
for all-around handling qualities that Mo- 
TOR TREND Research has tested. Although 
the steering is a little slow, control is very 
good. There does not appear to be too 
much weight on the front end, which 
makes it a satisfying car to drive fast on 
open stretches of highway and over moun- 
tainous grades. The only time that we 
noticed any mushiness was at full throttle 
going through a turn. 

One objection that we found on our 
test car was some wheel tramp over 70 
mph. This may have been due to the fact 
that the wheels were not properly bal- 
anced. On a perfectly straight highway at 
high speeds, a certain amount of wheel 
correction was necessary, which was also 
the case in wind and on wet pavements. 


WASP: Through mountainous, curving 
grades, this car handles sweetly. We found 
that you could really throw it into turns 
and seldom, if ever, find yourself getting 
into trouble. The body wouldn’t heel ex- 
cessively and if you found the rear end 
sliding a bit, a slight amount of wheel 
correction into the slide forestalled any 


Interior of Hornet is particularly plush,

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possible trouble. Traveling along railroad 
tracks we found that the body did not 
whip from side to side but gently eased 
sideways. The one objection was that on 
a road surface that had been grooved to 
provide a better traction surface, constant 
wheel correction was necessary, since the 
car tended to weave from side to side. 


Ride’s Comfortable, Stable 


HORNET: Probably because of its wheel- 
base and the suspension set-up, the Hor- 
net literally floats over bumps, rough sur- 
faces and railroad tracks without any 
uneasy side-sway or “walking.” At all 
times it felt very comfortable and stable. 
The car has exceptional shocks that grab 
hold quickly after you hit a dip. The ride 
in the back seat is not as comfortable as 
the front seat because there is more side- 
sway and because of the psychological dis- 
advantage of not being able to see for- 
ward over the dash and hood. 


WASP: This car rides considerably softer 
than the Hornet—it has more float, more 
bounce and more sway. The suspension is, 
undoubtedly, set up softer to compensate 
for the shorter wheelbase. Road rumble

DON’T LET THIS HAPPEN TO YOU! 


If you get in that accident, avoid being swindled by an unscrupulous 


auto body repairman or a dishonest insurance company representative

HIS PARTICULAR MAN had just picked up his three 

estimates as per the insurance company’s request. His car 
had been badly damaged in the accident and it was clearly the 
fault of the other party. Fenders were crumpled, top bashed in, 
both side panels out of shape, hood and deck half-twisted off 
their hinges—it was a major repair job in anybody’s book. The 
three repair estimates, however, varied considerably. One was 
for $750, the second was $675, and the third... . 

Something was very strange about the third estimate. It 
seemed impossible, but the manager of the big body shop 
down the street had given a figure of $450. 

The car owner took the estimates to the insurance adjuster 
who checked them over quickly. 

“We'll pay you,” he said, “$450.” 

“Look,” said the car owner, “I'll admit I don’t know much 
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about body repair prices, but doesn’t that figure seem a little 
out of line with the others?” 

The adjuster handed him the low estimate. “Everything’s on 
here, isn’t it?” 

The car owner checked the list. Fenders, hood, deck, top, 
doors—all were listed. “I guess so,” he said, “but why are the 
other estimates so much higher? I'd like to call in someone else 
for an impartial judgment.” 

Some of the insurance adjuster’s affableness disappeared. 
“T’ll give it to you straight,” he said. “My company will pay 
you the $450 right now and you can take the car anywhere you 
wish. You'll sign a release, taking my company off the hook 
completely. 

“If you don’t accept $450, you can take the case to court. 
My company will not only insist (Continued on next page) 
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(Continued from preceding page) that $450 is enough to repair 
your car, but it will also disclaim any liability for the accident. 
You must prove that our client was responsible. Perhaps you 
can do that, but it will cost you both time and money. 

“You'll be lucky to get an attorney to take the case for less 
than $150. Our attorneys are retained for these cases and our 
cost will be just their fee, which we pay anyway. If you lose 
the case, you will probably be forced to pay court costs. Thus, 
you stand to lose this $450 check I’m offering you now plus 
your $150 in attorney’s fees, plus court costs. 

“The decision is up to you. Frankly, we don’t care which 
way you decide to do it.” The adjuster stood up. “You don’t 
have to decide right now,” he said. “(Call me when you make 
up your mind. I’ll have the check with me.” 

The car owner went back to the first body shop, the one that 
had submitted the $750 estimate. He showed the $450 estimate 
to the foreman. 

“Sure,” said the foreman, “they can do it for $450. Our 
estimate called for new body panels and fenders where the 
damage was greatest. This low estimate doesn’t. We put down 
$150 for repainting, the other shop said $50. They’re giving 
you a cheap patch job, we’re trying to restore your car to its 
original condition.” 

And that was that. The car owner took the adjuster’s check, 
signed the release, then paid the difference between the patch 
job and expensive restoration. 

Could it happen: to you? Possibly, though most insurance 
companies instruct their adjusters to go out of their way to 
satisfy complaints. And the average body shop is no more 
crooked than any other business enterprise, so you will usually 
get an honest estimate which will be high enough to cover 
exceilent workmanship and materials. 

But there are always, in every class of enterprise, a few 
unethical establishments which are out for the almighty dollar 
and do not care much how it is made. Such firms and indi- 
viduals do not wear signs proclaiming their guilt. It is up to 
you to protect yourself. 

The average car owner seldom needs body repair unless he 
has been in an accident and he usually carries insurance to 
protect him against the results of accidents. Therefore, body 
repair usually consists of a three-way deal with the car owner, 
the insurance adjuster, and the shop owner involved. Each of 
the three deals with the other two, either directly or through 
the third party. 

You, the car owner, should begin to protect yourself long 
before the accident. First, choose your insurance company 
carefully. Many people have the idea that all insurance com- 
panies behave the same way; that all are thoroughly reliable. 
Nothing could be farther from the truth. Each company has a 
different policy and a unique way of treating its policy holders. 
The only way to separate the good from the bad is to do a little 
private investigating. Ask your friends what kind of treatment 
they’ve received from their companies. Ask body repair shops 
which companies authorize the most liberal repair orders. You’re 
paying for protection when you buy insurance—make sure 
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you will get that protection when you need it most. 

Assuming that you are unlucky enough to have an accident, 
begin work on your own case right away. If you were not at 
fault, someone else is. His insurance company, if he carries 
property damage, will pay your bill. If you were at fault, your 
own collision insurance will cover the repairs. Get the other 
party’s name and address, and then notify your own company, 

As soon as your insurance company and his have decided who 
is responsible, they will get in touch with you. Now comes 
the three-estimates job. You are expected to go to three dif. 
ferent body shops and have them give you a price. You can 
protect yourself here by going to shops you know are very good, 
For a little extra protection, go to five or six shops and then 
take only the highest three estimates. 

Generally, the insurance company will send an experienced 
man to look at your car and check its condition against the 
estimates. He may have another shop submit a bid, a shop he 
knows well. When that price is in, the bargaining begins. The 
adjuster is going to do all he can to protect his company 
against gouging by either you or the repair man. He knows 
how much your car is worth on the used-car market; he knows 
the exact prices of replacement body parts; he knows precisely 
how much labor is required to perform each task necessary ; he, 
in fact, is usually an ex-foreman or supervisor from a large 
body-repair shop. 

It’s just possible that the adjuster is working with a body 
shop. That doesn’t mean you will receive inferior work but it 
will be difficult for you to hand the job to someone you know. 
Sometimes the company itself will prefer to give the work to 
one special firm, but possibly the adjuster has set up his own lit- 
tle deal. 

Now, you take over when the price of the job has been agreed 
upon and the repair shop selected. Only in rare instances will 
the insurance company assume responsibility for the quality 
of the job. It’s a good idea to drop by occasionally and watch 
what is happening to your car. You will want to see which parts 
are to be replaced and which parts are being hammered out. 
And you will be wise to see just how the old parts are finished. 
There are two ways that job can be done—with plenty of lead 
or putty or with a minimum of soft stuff. 

Good metal shaping is a difficult art. The craftsman works a 
dent carefully, while the sloppy workman roughs it into shape 
and fills the remaining hole with putty or lead. The craftsman 
shrinks the fender or panel back to its original size. This costs 
time and money so the gyp shop leaves you with an awkward 
contour. 

The final operation, painting, is just as important as the 
metal shaping. A cheap job with lots of “orange-peel” scat- 
tered around will not be much of an asset when you try to 
sell your car or trade it in on a newer model. You deserve an 
enamel or lacquer finish as good as the one you had before yout 
car became an entry in the accident statistics. 

When everything has been completed, make a final, thorough 
inspection. You might even get a professional body man to 
help you if the stakes are high enough. Check carefully for 
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wavy panels by sighting along them in bright sunlight—nothing 
can be checked inside a gloomy garage. Open and close the 
doors, all of them, to test for a bent frame or latches that 
don’t function properly. Roll the windows up and down to be 
sure that none of the mechanism has been left unrepainted, and 
go over the glass for cracks. Look for paint spots on upholstery 
or glass or chrome. Finally, take a test drive. Actually, the 
process is just about the same as the one you should use before 
you buy a used car. 

If you’ve got any complaints to make, they should be made 
before you pay your money, or the insurance company’s money, 
to the shop. You usually release the insurance company from 
all liability as soon as you endorse their check. They dipped into 
their till to “make you whole” as the phrase goes. That 
means you should have lost nothing from the results of the 
accident. Your car, as you received it from the body shop, 
should be worth just as much as it was the instant before the 
accident. 

Insurance companies are well aware that their clients are 
not blameless. You, the car owner, are considered honest until 
proven shifty, but there are many cases on file where the in- 
sured tried his best to get something for nothing. One of the 
most frequent dodges is to claim that a terrific wrinkle in the 
left rear fender was caused by the front-end collision for which 
the insurance company is willing to pay. Or to insist doggedly 
that the obviously old, rusted-over abrasion on the door just 
happened the day before. Adjusters just aren’t that foolish. 
They know very well what each particular kind of accident 
is likely to do to a car and they are not going to advise their 
companies to pay off for any unnecessary work. 

Some cases are not easy to settle. Suppose the entire front 
end of your car needed repair and all the paint had to be taken 
off that portion of the body. Something like one-fourth of the 
surface is affected. You want your entire car repainted. claiming 
that it won’t look right if the front paint is newer than the 
rear color. The insurance company knows that painting is ex- 
pensive and refuses to do the entire car. Logically, they should 
not have to. If the old paint has faded badly. that’s not the 
insurance company’s responsibility. A new paint job would 
actually add value to your car and that is not part of the deal. 

In cases where the total repair bill promises to be almost as 
much as the price of the car, the insurance company has its 
choice. You need not be consulted. Perhaps you are one of 
those who are convinced that a badly wrecked car can never 
be the same again and do not want to drive it if the insurance 
company chooses to repair. Why doesn’t the company, you 
may ask, give you the cash and keep the car? 

This is a difficult point. Actually, you need not fear an auto- 
mobile that has been properly repaired. One big outfit in Los 
Angeles makes a business of rehabilitating bad wrecks. The 
foreman of that firm always drives one of his own jobs and 
he does not worry about its ability to take him safely wherever 
he wants to go. The insurance company can’t give you cash 
and take the car because they can’t afford to set up their 
own used car lot to sell at retail prices. Consequently, they 


must wholesale wrecks and damaged cars at prices well under 
the cash they would give you. 

Another problem is the definition of the term, as used in 
your insurance policy, “actual cash value,” sometimes ab- 
breviated to A.C.V. or ACV. Does that refer to the blue-book 
value, to the actual retail selling value at used-car lots, to 
the price you paid when you bought the car, or to the price 
you could get for the car if you were forced into a quick cash 
sale? Each insurance company has settled on its own defini- 
tion, but the ones you'll probably run into most often are 
retail or wholesale market prices. Liberal companies will give 
you used-car lot retail price, or what amounts to a replace- 
ment cost. Those which are tighter with their money argue that 
you couldn’t get that price unless you owned a used-car lot 
yourself and therefore the actual cash value of your car is 
only what it would bring at an actual cash sale. On a recent 
model of a popular. low-price car that may mean as much as 
$300 or $400 to you. 

Insurance companies also keep a watchful eye on body re- 
pair shops. In fact, if you want to find a good shop to do 
some work that is not covered by insurance, phone your local 
adjuster. He knows body men better than anyone in your 
community. 

Most of the adjusters in the United States do not work 
directly for the insurance companies. They are free-lance 
agents, representing any firm that wants to hire them to do a 
single job. This, of course, costs the firm money. It is the 
principal reason why small jobs are usually handled by mail. 
If you, through some fault of your own, cause $50 or $60 
damage to another car, all you need do is write your company 
a letter, admitting your responsibility. The company will 
settle with the injured party by mail. 

That this policy is sometimes used by dishonest policy 
holders is well known to the insurance companies and they 
have provided reasonable safeguards against fraud. 

You may know someone who had his car fixed free through 
a mis-use of this policy. He, perhaps, asked a friend to assume 
the responsibility for a tiny accident so he could chisel a 
fender job and a new tire out of the company that held the 
property damage policy. Insurance companies know this but 
it costs less to lose to an occasional unscrupulous customer than 
it does to hire an adjuster for every small job. The customer 
pays in the long run anyway. 

Insurance rates are always set to cover all losses. About half 
of the premium dollar is finally used to cover claims, the rest 
of it going into cash reserve and overhead expenses and profit. 
If there is an undue amount of gouging, the rates simply float 
upward to cover it. The millions of insured car owners in the 
United States pay the increased rates. 

Like the men you're dealing with, you must be fair, but 
tough. An insurance payment isn’t intended to give you a 
profit for your accident. It’s supposed to cover your losses 
and nothing more. When it does that, you’ve got exactly what 
you paid your premium for.

CCENTUATE the positive! That is 
precisely what the city of San Ber- 
nardino, Calif. decided to do to solve their 
traffic problem. Of course, like all good 
works, the positive traffic program did not 
just happen—it needed a prime mover. 
The guy who qualifies for the title is 
Pat Slater, successful distributor of Bar- 
dahl Oil (which as Pat would say, auto- 
matically presupposes his interest in the 
well-being of motorists)—and a civic- 
minded character to boot. 

Pat reasoned that you can’t outlaw mo- 
tor mishaps with a frowning badge. Re- 
sentment of law enforcement does not 
make for better citizens with better man- 
ners. And manners are responsible for the 
biggest share of traffic accidents today. 

With such conviction Pat proceeded to 
plan a program which would check out 
the driving habits of local motorists (in 
the age-old way); then in friendly fash- 
ion commend the virtues and encourage 
the care; finally, issue citations to the out- 
standing motorists—the kind of citations 
they’d be proud to show their friends. 

To the credit of the city officials, the 
police department and other civic-minded 
citizens of San Bernardino—let it be 
said that the plan was not just talked 
about, but put into immediate operation.

conduct heat, something plate glass would 
not do too well. By wiring each side of 
the tinted windshields, heat with enough 
energy to melt ice and snow may be in- 
jected into the glass, resulting in a safer 
and more efficient method of defrosting 
than is currently available. 

Within the next few months all cars 
produced in this country will be equipped 
with self-cancelling directional signals. At 
the annual meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Automobile Manufacturers 


Association last month all member com- | 


panies—which includes every concern ex- 
cept Ford—agreed to install the units as 
standard equipment just as soon as the 
necessary wiring material is available. For 
some companies the change will take place 
immediately, and for others it will occur 
at new model time. 

Most of America’s auto makers may be 
oficially steering clear of building sports 
cars, but their engines, chassis and other 
components are destined to show up in 
some pretty hot custom numbers soon. 

Devotees of the two-seater bombs will 
be inttrigued to learn that Frank Kurtis, of 
Kurtis Kraft fame, is re-entering the busi- 
ness in earnest. Basis for his proposed 
“Rocket” is the chassis used by Bill Vuko- 
vich in the 500-Mile Race. This car was 
designed as an all-purpose wagon for use 
at Indianapolis, on the championship dirt 
tracks, and in sports car events. 

In addition to the Vukovich carriage, 
a second car was built but could not be 
prepared in time for the race. It is owned 
by Gene Cassarole of Detroit, and recent- 
ly was turned over to Chrysler Engineers 
for testing at the Speedway—equipped 
with a V-8 “Firepower” engine, of course. 

From two eastern cities comes last-min- 
ute word of proposed sports jobs with 
Fiberglas bodies. H. T. Young. presi- 
dent of Young Machinery, in Muncy, Pa., 
advises that his firm expects to be ready 
in about three months with a car closely 
resembling the Ferrari. It will utilize stock 
running gear with an original frame. Pow- 
er will be furnished by the 1952 Lincoln 
V-8 engine coupled to either a five-speed 
transmission, or a three-speed gear box 
with overdrive. Cost of the car is expected 
to be in the neighborhood of $5000. 

A Toledo, Ohio outfit is completing 
plans to market a similar sports car, but 
using another Detroit manufacturer’s 
parts. The prototype is being constructed 
on a 100-inch Henry J frame, is 38 inches 
from the ground to top of the cowl, and 
will use the six-cylinder Henry J engine. 

The Aero Lark, third model of the 
Willys passenger car line, is being intro- 
duced throughout the country at a new 
low price of $1587.50. It is powered by 
the six-cylinder, 75 bhp engine which has 
been used successfully in the sturdy Willys 
station wagon. —Harry Cushing

Plush Interior 

HORNET: There are many things about 
both cars’ interiors that we liked, some 
that we thought could be improved. The 
Hornet, in particular, has a plush-looking 
interior, appointments are all well-made, 
vision is good (but not under all condi- 
tions), the seats are exceedingly comforta- 
ble for long hauls, legroom and headroom 
are both better than average, but the 
over-chromed dash was found to be an- 
noying. 

The positioning of the steering wheel 
to the seat makes for good control and 
comfort, while the expected reduction in 
vision (because of the car’s lowness, its 
width and the large expanse of the dash 
panel) was exceedingly easy to get used 
to. The only time that this is noticeable 
is when you're driving in traffic or at- 
tempting to park. Since you are not able 
to see the right front fender, you have to 
feel your way through traffic; you don’t 
have the assurance of knowing where you 
are. And without raising up in the seat 
you cannot see the trunk lid (to judge 
distances when backing up). The left 
windshield post, where it meets the top 
(necessary because of the type of struc- 
ture) restricts vision to some extent, par- 
ticularly for mountain driving. 

All controls are within comfortable 
reach, but it was difficult getting used to 
the window crank and the door handle— 
these are reversed in position from most 
cars. We certainly approve of the feature 
in the doors which do not allow them to 
be opened against the safety locks. 

The dashboard is laid out quite simply 
and uses only red warning lights for the 
oil pressure and ammeter (to indicate low 
oil pressure and battery discharge). It’s 
hard to tell how fast you’re going because 
of the imitation “mother of pearl” behind 
the speedometer numbers. We understand 
that this is to be changed on later produc- 
tion models. Although a formerly bad 
spot of reflection (the top of the dash) 
has been taken care of by use of Dura- 
Fab (plastic leather), reflections are still 
bothersome because of the extreme use of 
chrome. Points of annoyance: the chrome 
facing around the instruments, the chrome 


glove compartment door, the chrome out- 
side windshield trim, the windshield wiper 
and, occasionally, the chrome door ledge. 
Because of the basic design of the car 
and the extreme angle of the rear window, 
cars become distorted in the rear view 
mirror, varying in shape from squat fig- 
ures to exceedingly tall cars. Although this 
is a minor point it is annoying because it 
affects, to some extent, the ability to 
judge the speed of an overtaking vehicle. 
Although we were never bothered on 
entering or leaving the car because of the 
step-down design, getting in and out is 
sometimes difficult for some women and 
short-legged men. Good features are the 
hand grips provided on the rear corners 
of the front seat to assist in getting out 
and the courtesy lights at each door. 
Motor TREND Research certainly ap- 
proves of the weather control unit, despite 
and because of the fact that the air en- 
trance is in the cowl. The advantage of 


‘this is that when the fan is on, it will 


not suck in exhaust fumes of other cars 
while standing still in traffic, as is the 
case with some cars that have the intake 
openings in the front fenders. A very de- 
sirable feature from a standpoint of air 
circulation is that with the front win- 
down down and with the wind-wing open, 
there is no draft in the back seat. 


WASP: Everything mentioned above in 
regard to the Hornet applies to the Wasp, 
with the exception of the following spe- 
cific items: legroom, dash and rear view 
mirror. 

As with the Hornet, the Wasp has 
plenty of headroom but legroom was 
found a little wanting in the front seat. 
The dash is set up just as it is in the 
Hornet but is more legible since imitation 
“mother of pearl’ is not used for the 
speedometer; however, the speedometer 
needle would be more visible if it were 
painted a different color from the back- 
ground. For night driving a rheostat dim- 
mer for the instrument lights would be 
desirable, such as is used on the Hornet. 

Our test Wasp was provided with a 
tinted windshield so that the glare that

was noticed on the Hornet was largely 
eliminated, but some was still evident 
from the top of the dash. Even without 
the tinted windshield. there was one less 
glare point, since the door ledges are not 
chromed. 

The stock rear view mirror provided 
with the car is not really wide enough to 
take advantage of the wide rear window. 
It was necessary to move around from 
side to side to take in the full road behind 
you. 

It is a little awkward to crank the win- 
dow up and down because your elbow hits 
the arm rest. On the other hand, the arm 
rest on the driver's side is useless as a 
resting place for the elbow if you sit 
directly behind the wheel. Placed out of 
the way in the door recess, along with the 
window crank and door handle, it pro- 
vides for a few more inches of seating 
space, however. 


Powerful Engine 


Despite the swing of the industry to- 
ward overhead valve V-8 engine designs, 
Hudson is sticking to its L-head, in-line 
engines and is continuing to produce a 
powerful, efficient unit. The Hornet’s .47 
horsepower per cubic inch (a good indica- 
tion of its efficiency) is one of the highest 
in the industry. Although the Wasp en- 
gine, a six-cylinder L-head, produces 18 
less horsepower than the Hornet, its 
horsepower per cubic inch rating is even 
| higher than that of the efficient Hornet,

The Hornet’s engine has a horsepower per cubic inch rating of .47 while the 
Wasp is even higher with .48. Ratings indicate high efficiency powerplants 


being .48. This engine is not the same 
block as that of the Hornet sleeved down, 
but it is an entirely new block. It is the 
same engine, however, that is used in the 
Commodore six. 

The engines of both the Hornet and the 
Wasp, and of all Hudsons, have chrome 
alloy cylinder blocks, said by Hudson to 
be the toughest in the industry. The 
piston rings are pinned in position to pre- 
vent their rotation with the idea that this 
will prevent irregular wear of the piston 
rings and/or of the cylinder walls. 

Each component of each engine is 
matched and _ statically balanced (by 
weight) before assembly. Then each en- 
gine is electronically balanced (balanced 
while running) as a unit to make it as 
smooth and quiet running as possible. For 
some reason, the engines of both test cars 
were not as quiet as might be expected. 
On starting, both were fairly noisy at first, 
then they would quiet down as _ they 
warmed up. Balancing certainly adds to 
smoother performance. The only indica- 
tion of roughness was when we initially 
stomped on the throttle (at a standstill). 
The engine, at this point, had a terrific 
throb and vibration, which may have been 
due to the high torque and the type of 
engine mounts that are used. 

Both engines are well laid out for easy 
servicing. The generator, distributor, start- 
er and fuel pump are all located below the 
top of the block. Sufficient room, however, 
is provided around them to allow for easy

servicing. The adjustment of the tappets 
would probably be a little difficult because 
of the location of the exhaust manifold, 
but even so it is not necessary to remove 
any fender panels to get at the valve 
cover. 

The Hornet H-145 engine is the lagent 
engine that Hudson builds, having a dis- 
placement of 308 cu. in. It develops 145 
hp with a 7.2:1 compression ratio. 


Brakes Have Reserve System 


Brakes on the Hudson seem adequate 
for all conditions. On the thousands of 
miles we piled up on the cars, just once 
did the brakes give any indication of 
fading, and then only under the most se- 
vere usage in the mountains. 

A very desirable safety feature of the 
brakes has been continued in 1952 models. 
It consists of a reserve mechanical 
system operating off the brake pedal. If 
the hydraulic system should fail, the me- 
chanical system takes over by a harder 
pressure on the brake pedal. 


Summing Up 

Motor TREND Research had an enjoy- 
able time testing both the Hornet and 
Wasp. Prior to obtaining the performance 
figures on the Hornet, the car was driven 
for 2500 miles over the Mobilgas Econ- 
omy Run course (see July MT). Travel- 
ing with the Run cars, letting them all 
pass (for photographic purposes) then 
catching up and passing them, over the 
rugged terrain that the course followed 
took a car with lots of power and good 
handling characteristics. The Hornet defi- 
nitely provided us with that. It is one of 
the most responsive cars that we have 
tested. As the public becomes more ac- 
quainted with the Hornet, Hudson should 
have difficulty building enough of them. 

At its lower price, the Wasp is naturally 
not the car that the Hornet is, but dollar 
for dollar it is an equally good buy. When 
both the cars were driven at high speeds, 
through the snake-like curves and steep 
grades of the San Jacinto mountains, the 
Wasp proved its mettle. Under these con- 
ditions, it handled even better than the 
Hornet. Where the Wasp is better in this 
respect, the Hornet is better in accelera- 
tion, slightly better in top speed, and in 
the comfort department. Although it 
would be hard to choose between the two 
cars, it isn’t hard to determine that either 
one of them is a good buy on their re- 
spective performance merits (see Test Ta-

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SAFETY BELT can be likened to an 


insurance policy—when you have it, 


you take no notice of it; it’s only when 
you don’t have it that something happens 
to make you wish you had the foresight 
to have had it. For most circumstances, 
you won’t feel that a safety belt is any 
value at all, but the minute you get in an 
accident, you’ll be glad you have one, 
more than sorry if you haven’t. 

Safety belts, such as the ones installed 
in my car by Ray Brown Automotive, 
have their greatest value, unfortunately or 
fortunately depending on your point of 
view, in the more serious accidents such as 


rolls, head-on collisions, or bad skids. 
Their secondary importance, however, 
should not be overlooked. This is the pin- 
ning down of your body in quick stops, 
the preventing of your body from sliding 
forward toward the dash panel. Ordinarily, 
you're thrown forward, particularly if you 
have slippery seat covers, but the safety 
belt makes you stay put. Even though the 
upper part of your body moves forward, 
the minute you feel the pull across your 
hips, you brace yourself. You’re never 
pitched forward on a sudden stop like you 
are without a belt.

All safety belts are usually strong 
enough to sustain the severest loads, the 
Ray Brown Impact Saf-Tee belts being 
designed for 1500 pounds pull, 2800 
pounds body block, but it’s the way that 
they are installed that is perhaps the most 
important. If they are merely fastened 
to the seat, it’s the same as having no belt 
at all, for when the adjustable-type seat 
moves (as many of them do) you go right 
with it, whether you have a belt or not. 
The belts are fastened to eye-bolt brackets 
that are welded to the frame members, 
or in the case where a frame member is 
not located at the tie-down point, a large 
plate is welded to the floor to take the 
load. This then eliminates any weak links 
in the chain of safety. 

I’ve tried the belt in city traffic, on the 
open highway, and through mountainous 
grades. Under all these conditions I’ve 
found the safety belt to be one of the 
best things I’ve ever installed in my car, 
It gives me a secure feeling; I know it’s 
there, always holding me from pitching 
through the windshield. 


With any safety device there are bound 
to be disadvantages, but in my book they 
are far outweighed by the advantages. The 
biggest complaint is voiced by women pas- 
sengers who maintain that in warm weath- 
er the belt is too uncomfortable. This can 
be overridden by the fact that with any- 
thing new you must have some time to 
become used to it; the belt does not have 
to be fastened tightly, just snugly. 

I’ve heard it said that in case of an 
accident where you wanted to get out 
quickly you'd be pinned in. Being pinned 
in and not under an open door or under 
the car is generally where you want to be, 
but even so, the Ray Brown belt has a 
snap that is almost instantaneously re- 
leased in one quick movement. 

When you stop to think of all the man- 
gled faces, the bruised and twisted bodies 
that could have been avoided by the in- 
stallation of safety belts, particularly on 
the right front passenger’s side, you won- 
der why manufacturers have not thought 
to install them. They have, and they 
would install them, if the public could 
be convinced of their importance.

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_A SPARK PLUG CHECK BY FRED BODLEY 


couple of months back I trudged into 

Fred Bodley’s shop (Fred is a versa- 
tile guy, not only pushing a capable pen as 
tech editor of Motor TREND—but making 
with the wrenches as one of California’s 
best mechanics) with a couple of boxes of 
the new TRIPLE FIRES clutched tight 
in my hot little hand. 

“Observe, Swami, what I’ve dug up for

These three-way jobs look good so far— 
now let’s give them a real workout ... A 
set in your Ford, a set in my ’49 Merc. 
That’s the only test Mr. John Q. Motorist 
is interested in—whether they'll stand up 
and perform in everyday usage.” 

This is the succinct report by Mr. B. 

Since the Korean mix-up the govern- 
ment has raised the limit of the sulphur 
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content of gasoline. You have undoubtedly 
discovered that the old formula of “change 
your plugs every 10,000 miles” has been 
revised to “change every 2,000 to 7,000 
miles, depending on your luck and the 
hard use you give ’em.” During the time 
I’ve driven my ’49 Merc I have tried all 
the nationally advertised brands of spark 
plugs. The car has been a little rough on 
plugs, one set going only 500 miles before 
it started the old familiar skip and miss 
under full throttle. The toughest set hit 
the 2,100-mile mark before breaking down. 


The TRIPLE FIRES have now gone’ 


a little over 4,000 miles and perform as 
well as when they were first installed.” 

(To which I echo amen. My Ford set 
has covered 5,000 miles of California 
ground and is doing very well, thank you.) 

The TRIPLE FIRE plug is made in 
three parts: the porcelain insulator is held 
in the plug body by a threaded nut, a 
gas-tight joint being insured by two cop- 
per gaskets. The plug may be disassembled 
for cleaning and need not be cleaned by 
the usual sandblasting method (which too 
often knocks the glaze off the porcelain 
and shortens the plug life). 

One final point about TRIPLE FIRE 
that impresses me—it’s unconditionally 
guaranteed for 20,000 miles. That is a lot 
of spark plug insurance and indicates that 
the manufacturer, ENGINE PRODUCTS 
MFG. CO., thinks its product is pretty 
good! I do too.

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LE MANS, FRANCE—Most notable thing 
about the Le Mans sports car race held on 
June 15 as far as Americans are con- 
cerned is the fact that an American car, a 
Cunningham piloted by Briggs Cunning- 
ham and his co-driver, Bill Spear, placed 
fourth in the grueling 24-hour endurance 
test. German Mercedes-Benz autos placed 
first and second, and a British Nash-Heal- 
ey came in third. 

The winning team of Hermann Lang 
and Fritz Riess roared around the approxi- 
mately 8.5-mile course more than 275 
times for a total distance of 2,320 miles 
during the 24 hours. Taking turns at the 
wheel, the German pair averaged 96.6 
mph in the grind, which ended in sunshine 
at 10:00 a.m. after fog had hampered the 
drivers during the night. 

The second place Mercedes-Benz, driven 
by Theo Helfrich and Helmuth Nieder-

meyer, was one lap behind at the end, the 
British car of Leslie Johnson and Tommy 
Wisdom 15 laps behind, and the American

Of the 57 cars that started the race, 
only 17 finished. Of those that dropped 
out, two were other Cunninghams driven 
by Americans. Phil Walters of West Palm 
Beach, Fla. held one car in second place 
for many laps, but had to drop out be- 
cause of valve trouble. The same reason 
caused the other Cunningham to with- 
draw. 

An estimated 175,000 people watched 
the finish, cheering vigorously for the first 
Mercedes-Benz cars to race in France 
since the start of World War II.

George Connors, 44-year-old Los Ange- 
les driver, staged the most sensational mis- 
hap of the day after completing his third 
qualifying lap. Just after getting the white 
flag from Seth Klein, the starter, which 
indicated he was now entering his fourth 
and last lap, the crankshaft in his engine 
broke and caused the rear-driving wheel 
to lock. His car went into a one and one. 
half spin directly in front of Grandstand 
“A” at a speed of 165 mph. The car 
wound up sliding backwards, dangerously 
close to the pit area, just missing the race 
crews and workmen in their dash to safe- 
ty, and narrowly missing their cars. 

After the car finally came to a complete 
stop in the grass, just off the track at the 
southwest turn, Connors said with a sigh 
of relief, “It’s too bad it didn’t happen 
after the next lap, I would have been in 
the race!” He was lucky to be alive. 

The 6 o’clock deadline was getting close 
on the first and most important day of 
qualifying trials, which is the only day 
the coveted pole position can be acquired. 
Just before the deadline, the beautiful low- 
slung Cummins-Diesel could be seen as it 
was pushed to the starting line by its neat- 
ly attired crew headed by Don Cummins, 
company vice-president and_ designer. 
Freddie Agabashian, the popular little 38- 
year-old driver from the San Francisco 
Bay area heralded as “Flying-Freddie,” 
adjusted his head gear and pulled away 
from the starting line amidst the cheers 
from the 85,000 racing fans in the stands. 

A screen of smoke could be seen from 
the tires as Freddie rounded the turns 
and came down the home-stretch com- 
pleting his first lap in 1:04.70, a speed of 
139.104 mph!

he completed the remaining three laps 
they gradually became slower on each re- 
spective lap with speeds of 138.206, 
137.931 and 136.820 mph. But in spite of 
the slower laps he had set a new record 
for the four qualifying laps with an aver- 
age speed of 138.010 mph. This gave birth 
to a new by-line from all the drivers in 
gasoline alley, “Guess it’ll be a Diesel for 
me next year, -boys!” 

Incidentally, this proved the old saying 
that a car is only as fast as its tires. 
After Freddie pulled into the official AAA 
circle, just beyond the finish line, we could 
see that one of his front tires was almost 
in shreds and down to the last layer of 
fabric. This gave full evidence that Fred- 
die displayed good judgment in gradually 
moderating his speed on the last three 
laps to preserve his rubber. 

Freddie Agabashian had accomplished 
his goal not only in rewarding the Cum- 
mins-Diesel Company with the pole posi- 
tion for the race, but in helping to prove 
further that the Indianapolis Speedway 
still serves as the experimental laboratory 
for the automotive industry. Wilbur Shaw, 
president of the Speedway and three-time 
winner of this event, commented on the 
wonderful performance of the Cummins- 
Diesel by saying, “It’s the most wonder- 
ful thing that ever happened at the Speed- 
way!” On the other hand, some of the 
drivers and car owners were not in favor 
of allowing the Diesel, which had an en- 
gine with a 4or cu. in. displacement as 
against theirs with only 183, and with su- 
perchargers. 

Thane Howser, old time mechanic at 
the Speedway for many years, also served 
on the Cummins-Diesel staff. When asked 
by a news correspondent, “Howser, how 
come you kept the secret from us on what 
the Diesel had under the hood?” he an- 
swered, “Well, haven’t I always?” Trusty 
old Howser. 

Not too long after all the excitement 
of the Cummins-Diesel record breaking 
run had subsided, Andy Linden cracked, 
“Gosh, I had $1500 in my pocket, then 
Agabashian came along with that Diesel 
and it slipped right out!” 

At the close of the first day of the 
qualifying trials it appeared that 135 mph

Gasoline, Glamour, Grime 
(Continued from page forty-nine) 
pole-car was sixth as the field shot into 
the first turn. Rathman, who started from

McGrath maintained the lead for only 
six laps, after which Vukovich went into 
command. From that point on throughout 
the race the lead changed only between 
Vukovich and Ruttman, the eventual win- 
ner. Vukovich got 150 laps and Ruttman 
44, which included the last and most im- 


| portant! 


The speed duel staged between Vuko- 
vich and Ruttman can be blamed for the 
excessive pit stops, which totaled 71 in 
all, mostly for tires and fuel. To name all 
the stops would necessitate more space 
than allowed for this article. 

Excitement was created in the pits when 
Bill Schindler had a freak spin directly in 
front of the stands. His car made a com- 
plete loop and slid into its proper position 
in his pit for a tire change. Johnny Par- 
sons stood the crowd on its feet for a 
minute when he went into a slide as he 
was pulling out of his pit after being re- 
fueled and anxious to get going, but luckily 
he straightened out and zoomed into the 
first turn okay! 

Near tragedy almost deprived Ruttman 
of his great victory when his car caught 
fire while being refueled in the pit. He 
sat calmly in the flaming car as his pit 
crew extinguished the fire in short order 
and the crowds howled with joy as he got 
back in the race a few seconds later. 

Vukovich, while leading Ruttman, had 
to stop on his 135th lap for fuel and tire 
changes, which required two minutes and 
three seconds. Considerable time was lost 
due to an error by one of the crew mem- 
bers when he placed a right-rear wheel on 
backwards. This error can easily be made 
with the type wheel they used which re- 
quires a pressure plate in addition to the 
ordinary wing-nut. The Rudge-type wheel 
which slides on over a series of serrations 
on the hub of the wheel and requires only 
the wing-nut is more practical.
